THE  BAND  CONTEST 

'HREE  years  ago  the  Columbia  City  High  School  Band  entered  the  band  contest 
at  North  Side  High  School  in  Fort  Wayne.  Alas!  when  the  decisions  were  an¬ 
nounced  the  band  found  itself  in  third  place,  and  so  ended  our  first  attempt  at  such  af¬ 
fairs. 

The  next  year  the  contest  was  held  at  the  local  high  school,  and  by  this  time  the 
band  had  improved  enough  to  be  placed  in  first  division,  thereby  entitling  it  to  enter 
the  state  contest.

This  year  the  solo  entrants  ranked  very  high  at  the  district;  out  of  twenty-one 
soloists,  nine  were  placed  in  first  division.  These  winners,  who  will  play  at  the  state, 
were  Nickey  Brumbaugh,  Franklin  Waterfall,  Rob  McNagny,  William  Bloom,  Julius 
Sanders,  Frances  Smith,  Grace  Okhi,  Robert  Sharpe,  and  Amelia  Katherine  Krauter. 
In  addition,  the  cornet  trio,  composed  of  Frances  Smith,  August  Kelley,  and  Dale  Fisher, 
got  a  first  division  rating. 

The  band  is  going  to  Crawfordsville  the  first  week-end  in  May,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  at  the  time  this  article  is  read,  they  will  be  practicing  their  heads  off  preparing  for 
the  national  contest  to  be  held  at  Des  Moines  .
